IMPORTANT LEGISLATIVE 
| CHANGES. 


At the recent session of the Ontario 


_ Legislature there was some legislation 


enacted that is of more than ordinary 
importance to the public. Business 
men would do well to remember that 
the Division Court Act has been sotme- 
what changed so far as obtaining goods 
“under false pretense is concerned. 
‘Bection 240 of the Act has been amend- 
ed by striking out the following from 
sub-section 4:—“ wilfully contracted 
“the debt or liability without having 
“had at the time a reasonable expecta- 
“ tion of being able to pay or discharge 
“the same.” This is an amendment in 
Necessity some- 


- somewhat too sanguine of his expecta- 
tions but not dishonest,to purchase goods 
that he was unable to pay for according 
to promise. Under the clause that has 
been struck out a judge not largely en- 
dowed with the milk of human kind- 
ness could put him in jail. We do 
not think there would be any danger in 
this County with our judges, but there 
vare parts of the Province where it has 
been used to doa great injustice. A 
jail is a poor place for a man to support 

a family, let alone pay a debt, and we 
never could see any sense in sending a 


man there for that purpose. | Contract- | 


ing a debt by fraud or under false pre- 
tenses is another thing, and an individ- 
ual.can be proceeded against and pun- 
ished for this adthe law directs. 

The “ Mortgage Amendment Act,” 
passed at the same time, makes some 
tadical changes in the conditions of 
mortgages.

Important Meeting in the interests of | 
Cheesemaking. 


The public meeting in the interests of | 


Cheese manufacturing,held in this village on 
Saturday last, will, we are sure, be productive 
of decided gain to the patrons of this import- 
ant industry. There wasa large attendance 
of presidents of factories and others interested 
in the cheese business, every factory, we 
believe, from Tweed to Marmora, as well as 
the new ones just opening in the northern 
townships, being represented. Mr. Donald 
MoKenzie, President of the Madoc Cheese 
Board, who called the meeting, occupied the 
chair, and amongst those present were Mr. 
A. F. Wood, M.P. P., Mr. John MoCaragar, 
president of the Eastern Ontario Dairymen’s 
Association, Mr. Brintnell, one of the largest 
buyers from Belleville, and others. The 
object of the meeting was to discuss matters 
of interest and improvement to the rapidly 
growing cheese trade of this district, and to 
acquire more information respecting the re- 
cent legislation affecting cheese factories 
which was.enacted at the last seasion of the 
Legislature. This Mr. Wood, M. P. P., 
fully explained, showing the advantages and 
benefits which would be the result under the 
new laws. Both Mr. McCaragar and Mr, 
Brintnell, in short addresses, gave thoseffpre- 
sent some good practical ideas on successful’ 
cheese making, and which, if acted upon, 
must have the effect of raising the standard 
of the factories in this district still higher, 
and meking the business much more profitable 
than ever. 

After the public meeting the cheese board 
held their annual meeting when Mr. Donald 
McKenzie was re-elected president, Mr. 
James English vice-president, and Mr. John 
Caskey secretary-treasurer. The board fixed 
Thursday, May 24th, to hold their first reg- 
ular board meeting. The board will be much 
larger this year than last, having about 35 
members, and the sales this year ought to 
reach close to four hundred thousand dollars.
